Darwin  Tulips 


The  bulbs  should  be  planted  not  less  than  five  inches  apart,  and  from  five  to  six 
inches  deep  (to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb)  in  well  drained  soil  before  the  ground 
freezes.  After  the  ground  is  frozen  hard,  a  covering  of  leaves  or  straw  will  pre¬ 
vent  the  injury  of  the  roots  from  frequent  freezing  and  thawing.  This  should  be 
removed  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  heavy  frost  is  past. 


We  suggest  ordering  early  while  our  stock  is  complete,  and  then  to  plant  the 
bulbs  as  soon  as  received.  Twenty-five  bulbs  of  any  one  variety  furnished  at  the 
hundred  rate.
